AK AIEIAL VILOCIKDI. 


Monsieur E. C.tlllon, of 95 Green* 


street, New York, a maker of artificial 
llowers,- has entered a caveat in the 
Patent Office for an aerial velocipede. 
The model is about fifteen feet in 
length. There are two small balloons 
of equal size to balance the weight of 
the leronaut, leaving him free to 
change his position in any direction by 
means of the machinery. These two 
balloons arc cont)ni>d by framework In- 
stead of network and cording. U. 
Calllon says the confining of the ga» In 
frame-work will keep Iho velocipede 
more steady than netting. Tlie seat U 
belween and below the two balloon* 
und behind the main shaft ot th« ma- 
chinery, which can be rotated by either 
tbu hands or thq feet of the operator, a 
tieadle and a crank being both provided. 
while a small driving wheel to the right 
enables him to reverse the motion ea*ily. 
The entire hull ot the lerlal vetsel is a 
light frame-work, which prcucrvcii the 
relative poitllloii of the operator and the 
two balloons unchanged. Being thn* 
Muted in a contrivance which when un- 
loaded bus hardly any greater BpectBc 
gravity than air, and the vclocipediat 
progwls himself in nny direction by 
means of tlnee wheels ot cmivaa* 
stretched over a light frame-work, and 
fashioned similar to the screw ot a 
profx-ltHr. The wheel* nr» to 'work In 
connection with a rudder Wlikh I* al 
the'front of Hie whole'machine. The 
rudder consists of two part*, one ol 
which is )>«i-)wnd(ciilar, and l» worked 
laterally, guiding'to the right1 or left 
and the other Is horizontal, und guide* 
up or down. Both ara governed by 
cord*. One of the three »cr*w wheel* 
I* above Hie bead of the velocipedlit, 
and the two other*'at hla right and left 
hand. They are worked together by 
meant'ot a cogwheel' connecting th* 
twc"»lmfts, and one motion I* to wild 
the velocipede forward and upward, 
while the reverse sendn it downward and 
backward.' Thelecond and third point* 
covered by M. Calllon** caveat, ara th* 
upper wheel, which ratae* tne veloci- 
pede,'and' the double rudder at the 
front. The »ld« wheel* are ilmilar to 
M. Calllon'* machinery exhibited tn to* 
Path Eiponilfott of 11*17, for which UM 
Kinperor Napoleon ia mild to bar* 
given 30,000 francs.
